THE TRADE OF 
HANKOW IN 1902. 


i. 

Tr is with a feeling of deep regret 

we turn to Hankow in the 
| Customs last annual trade reports, 
tand find there the last report that 
Jean come from the able pen of Mr. 
| Erskine T. Pym, the late Acting 
' Commissioner. It is an unusually 
| long one and very full of interest, for 
;no man went more thoroughly and 
conscientiously into whatever task 
he undertook than the late Nr. 
Pym. He begins by remarking that 
1902 was from a Customs standpoint 
a most. prosperous year. ‘The gross 
value of the trade of the port was 
Hk. Ts. 100,321,823, or ten million 
taels higher than the point reached 
in 1899, the previous record year. 
‘The eropsin the country of which 
Hankow is the trade centre were 
abundant, and there was a great 
demand for rice and other cereals 
feom the famine-stricken districts in 
central and southern China. Tea is 
no longer the mainstay of the trade 
of Hankow as it once was. The 
business in general produce has 
eclipsed that in the leaf; “as the vast 
resources of this and neighbouring 
provinces are opened up, and as the 
means of bringing same to the port 
are made day by day easier, so will 








the prosperity of this district. increase 
by leaps and bounds.” ‘The ironworks 
at Hanyang are doing a large busi 
ness, Seventy-five tons of pig iron 
are produced the iron and 
limestone coming from Tayeh, and 
the cual and coke from the Pinghsiang 
mines in Hunan, This output will 
soon be doubled. The Siemens-Mar- 
tin furnace produces 500 tons of 
steel ingots a month, and the 
Bessemer furnace 2,500 tons, pro- 
ducing 300 rails a day. The 
Arsenal makes 80 Mausers and 
six field-guns a day, and the powder 
factory turns out 500 pounds of 
smokeless powder daily, The Wu- 
chang cotton mill, hemp mill, and 

filature have been taken over by 
1 syndicate of Cantonese, and are 
expected to do well. Still other 
proofs of the prosperi'y and progress 
of the Chicago of China are given 
in Mr. Pym’s report. 

The tota! revenue collected at 
Hankew in 1902 Hk. 'I'ls- 
2,123,043, against 087,668 in 
‘Ns. 2,115,760 in 1900, and 
$4,123 in the record’ year 
1899. Of these duties over Tls, 
800,000 were paid under the British 
flag, over''ls, 500,000 under the Chi- 
nese, and over Tls. 300,000 under the 
German. “The voluntary reduction 
on the part of the Chinese Govern- 
ment of the export duty on tea 
caused a serious loss to the revenue, 
which, put at a low figure, amounted 
to some Hk. Tls. 400,000, and is is 
therefore satisfactory, and a 
proof of greatly increased general 
export trade, to note only a slight 
falling off—Hk. Tls. 45,892—in the 
export duties, as compared with 
what was collected under that head- 
ing in 1900.” Import duties gave an 
increase of Hk. Tls. 61,490, nearly 
the whole of which was due to the 
tariff changes anthorised by the 
Protocol.

LAND TENURE AT 
SHANGHAL 


20th September. 

Iy our leader of the 16th we stated 
generally the case of the local tenant 
versus his landlord, and from that 
general statement we deduced one 
conclusion, viz., that to-day’s residents 
of the Foreign Settlement at Shang- 
hai are bearing more than their fair 
share of the white man’s burden, 
while those who acquired property 
here in the early days of the Settle- 
ment are deriving from the work of| 
their successors an undue proportion 
of unearned benefit. We expressed 
the opinion that the question to 
which Mr. McBain indirectly referred 
must before long become a matter of 
direct interest and importance to the 
community. It is true that every 
community gets the government and 
the results of government which it 
deserves, and there is no doubt that 
the remarkable apathy displayed in 
all questions of our local administra- 
tion is in a great measure responsible 
for its existing defects. ‘The ma- 











chinery for introducing new legisla- 
tion to fit new conditions is neither 





complicated nor difficult, nor have we 
any reason to suppose that the Con- 
sular and Diplomatic Bodies, to 
whom new Land Regulations must 
be submitted, would do anything to 
protect unduly the interests of any 
one class against those of the com- 
munity in general. We think it cor- 
tain that if legislation were initiated 
in a fair spirit, debated by the Rate- 
payers with due consideration for all 
concerned and carried, it would come 
into effect ; in such legislation alone 
lies the remedy for a condition of 
affairs which ‘many residents now 
find intolerable. 

Recently published minutes of the 
Council gives us cause to believe that 
the Ratepayers’ representatives are 
not unaware of the trend of condi- 
tions affecting tenants and that some- 
thing may be done to relieve the 
situation, The minutes to which we 
specially refer are those of the Coun- 
cil meetings of 29th July, and 26th 
August, from which we reproduce 
the following :

It 
is i: that the it system 
unduly benefits the owners of land at the 
expense of the general community. 
26th August : 
Road Extension Expenditure and Taxa- 
tion—With reference to the additional 
appropriation recently sanctioned by the 
Council for purposes of road extension 
land-purchases, 2 recommendation by the 
Finance Committee is adopted to tho 
effect that, at the next Meeting of Rate- 
payers a resolution be submitted, pro- 
viding that in cases subsequent to the 
dato of this minute where land is sur- 
rendered for road improvements at 
cost higher than the assessed value, plus 
the usual consideration for compulsory 
sale, taxation should, until the next 
assessment, bo leviable not upon the 
assessed value as at present, but upon the 
price paid by the Council for the portion 
thus surrendered, less 25 per cent. It is 
considered that’ the present system is 
inequitable, inasmuch as landowners re- 
ceive compensation in many cases on a 
sealo far higher than the rate at which 
their land is assessed, and the view is ex- 
pressed that if tho’ proposed resolution 
wore adopted and made effective the result 
would be a considerable reduction in the 
claims made for compulsory surrenders. 
In view of the opinion recontly expressed 
by the Oouncil that the continuance of 
je present system must result either in 
an increase of taxation or in reduction of 
public improvement works, it seems to 
the Council yery desirable that the pro- 
posed legislation should be introduced at 
the earliest possible date. 
_ From this it may be observed the 
Council recognises that a continuance 
of the present system must entail 
either an increase of taxation or 
reduction of public improvement 
works: in either case such result 
will be due to the large claims made 
by landowners for land surrendered for 
public improvements. It is not an 
oxag ration to say that there is 
hardly a civilised community, pro- 
tecting its own interests, which does 
not make provision for substantial 
contributions by landowners to any 
public work which can be shown to 
increase directly the value of their 
land. For many years Shanghai has 
proceeded on the unsound and un- 
fair principle of benefiting the land- 
owner, increasing the value of his 
land at the expense of the com- 
munity. We noticed only last year 
that when the Yangkingpang cul- 
verting proposal was laid before the 
landowners interested, a majority of 
them, hoping that the work would 
come to be done by pressure of 
public opinion, declined to bear any 
part of its cost; it should not be 
possible for landowners to evade 
their just responsibilities and it is 
therefore urgently necessary that the 
community should become initiate 
and apply the principle of “ better- 
as generally understood and 
in England and the United 











Another typical instance of the 
resent system and its results may 
Pe seen in the recent Nanking Road 
widening at Messrs. Ward, Probst & 
Co.'s property opposite the Fub-lee 
building, and in the Szechuen Road 
widening of the same property. In 
this case a substantial improvement 
has been made, directly benefiting 
the adjoining owners and increasing 
the value of this land for business 
purposes and the cost of the better- 
ment, some Tis. 20,000, has been 
entirely borne by the Ratepayers. 
We understand that the Council, 
under a Taotai’s Proclamation of last 
year, is compulsorily taking from 
Chinese landowners land required 
for public roads in certain districts, 
at purely nominal prices, while in 
the same districts the foreign owners 
in the immediate vicinity are receiv- 
ing compensation up to the market 
value of their lind. If this be true, 
it reflects not only on our ad- 
ministration but on our sense of 
justice and fair-play, and the sooner 
such a system is climinated, the 
better. We trust that at the next 
Ratepayers’ meeting there may be 
found men of sufficient public spirit 
and energy to devise and carry 
through some scheme whereby the 
relations between landlord" and 
tenant, between landowner and com- 
munity, may be placed upon a more 
satisfactory and equitable footing. 
‘The Council after full enquiry, places 
it on record that the present system 
cannot continue without grave injury 
to the public. Should it involve an in- 
crease in taxation, such increase would 
simply place further burdens upon 
the tenant while hardly affecting the 
absentee landlord. “An increased 
land-tax would not in itself be satis- 
factory inasmuch as under existing 
conditions it would probably mean 
enhanced rents; but any measures 
which would relieve the community 
of the present heavy cost of acquir- 
ing and making public roads and 
placing the burden of such cost upon 
the adjoining landowner, must have 
a direct beneficial effect in two ways. 
In the first place such a measure 
would eliminate the possibility of in- 
creased taxation now confronting the 
Ratepayers ; in the second, it would 
equitabl!; remove from the landowner 
that ever-growing and unearned in- 
crement which he at present derives 
from the development of the com- 
munity and the extension of its 
activities We shall no doubt hear 
much about the laws of supply and 
demand and we shall be told that 
any such legislation deprives a man 
of his natural rights to property and 
amounts to confiscation; but while 
landowners are able to derive such 
enormous profits from their invest- 
ments, and while the actual value of 
their property increases through no 
efforts of their own and at the public 
expense, we can afford to disregard 











such contentions and to legislate for 
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the further development of this 
Settlement in a manner more con- 
ducive to the general welfare of those 
who live in it.

factory.” The total revenue collectd 
by the Customs in Chungking last 
year was Hk. Tis. 364,639 i 
Tis, 514,950 in 1901, and 'T 
in 1900; but this was entirely due to 
a decrease of Tis. 193,160 in opium 
duty, both the import and export 
duty collections having been the 
hig est on record, 

The total value of native exports 
(not including opium) Hk. 
5,880,730, against Tls. 4,878,746 in 
1901. “In view of the disturbed 
condition of many parts of the pro- 
vince during the summer and autumn, 
and the difficulties merchants had to 
convey money up country for pur- 
chases, this result is as satisfactory 
as it was unexpected.” There was a 
brisk demand in Shanghai for 
kinds of Szechuan produce, and the 
difficulty was to get junks to tran: 
port the cargo offering. Bristles, 

emp, hides, medicines, musk, nut- 
galls, silk, goatskins, wool, all showed 
an advance, Foreign imports m- 
creased from Hk. Tis, 12,598,741 
in 1901 to Tls. 12,886,075, but a con- 
siderable falling-off was noticeable in 
white shirtings, American drills, 
English sheetings, and cotton lastings, 
while there was a large increase in 
cotton yarn, of which the stocks were 
so large that they were likely to 
affect. the importation this 
“The present dearness of shirtings,” 
says Mr. Watson, “combined with 
the increasing frequency of inferior 
quality goods and the durability of 
the cheaper native cotton cloth, is 
said to be the reason for the falling-off 
during the last four years in this 
important article of import. ‘The 
fall in the value of silver has of course 
to do with the enhanced prices, but 
it seems a pity that Manchester 
manufacturers have been obliged in 
consequence to put an inferior 
article on the market.” This con- 
tains a slur on Manchester which 
is obviously unjust as it stands, 
and should bave had some further 
explanation. The falling-off in the 
export of opium was due to drought, 
wih caused an almost complete 
failure of the poppy crop in Chuan- 
pei, Chuanhsi, and Yungnin . In- 
stead of the 16,000 piculs of Yunnan 































































and Szechuan opium exported in 
1901, only 6,400 piculs went forward 
in 1902. 

Mr. Watson’s “ Miscellaneous ” 
paragraph is devoted almost entirely 
to the so-called Boxer movement last 
year in Szechuan. The robbers were 
really country people driven to de- 
spair by drought and floods, who plun- 
dered ‘indiscriminately, mixed with 
them being a few disbanded soldiers 
from Shansi and other districts who 
had taken part in the Boxer rites 
in 1900. But “never during the 
year has there been a case recorded 
in the province of bodily harm being 
done to a foreigner; and when one 
considers the number of missionaries, 
male and female, living in the in- 
terior, the fact alone speaks for itself. 
‘True, most, if not all, foreigners, dwell 
in walled cities, which helped to keep 
them unmolested: but it must be 
remembered that the officials had 
usually very few soldiers and no police 
to assist them in keeping order, and 
yet they were able to give protection, 
in spite of the horrors of fanatical 
Boxers, who were so continually being 
reported as thirsting tor the blood of 
Europ That the dreaded name 
of Boxer, too, can cause the most in- 
explicable panic is fully demonstrated 
by what oceurred at Chéngtu when 
it was reported that that city was i 
a state of siege. What happened 
the entrance one mornmg of 
Boxers, who were promptly killed 
cured. Yet it rctually said, 
nd with all s , that the pro- 
vincial capital, with 400,000 inhabit- 
ants, including se thous 
armed soldie 
ing into the hands of the rioters— 
and this in spite of a Viceroy who 

ad been able to ntain order in 
the really serious crisis of 1900.”

To have established an I.P.O. with its 
regular ail arriving at, and departing 
from, every provincial capital of China but 
one; to have opened over 700 establish- 
ments; to have srranged courier lines 
extending over 82,000 li; to have handled 
more than 20 million domestic articles in 
one year, and in spite of the existence 
of s> many other Post Offices at the 
Treaty Poris, dealt with over a million 
and x-half international articles as wes 
the case in 1902: to have introduced 
the cheapest rate of postage in the world 




















with perhaps one exception, and to have 


organised a service which with all its faults 
compares favourably with that of other 
nations, is an achievement of which even 
Sir Robert Hart may be proud. 

It is only by studying postal development 
and progress in otler countries where the 
conditions are so much more favourable 
than in China, that we can obtain any idea 
of the tremendous difficulties that have 
been and are being overcome by the Chinese 
Imperial Postal Administration. The ad- 
vance and growth going on iv reaily remark- 
able, as will be seeu by the references to it 
by our correspondents in many parls of 
Chins. 

In many places the railways already 

in China are being used for the 

nm of the Imperial mails, and 

wherever it is possible to shorten courier 

routes by sending part of the way by rail, 
such is being done. 

The Imperial Postal Guide is neatly 

rinted, and is on sale at every Imperial 
Post Office, where it may be obtained for 
twenty-five cents.

Tt must be confessed we approached the 
two bulky volumes in which Sir William 
Yeoux has told the story of i 
\d incidentally a yood 
ides, with a considerable 
Administrator and Governor 
sively of several of the smaller Crown 
Colonies, the most important of which 
was Hongkong, the material at is 
seareely prom 
For proud as we are of our Empire in a 
eral sort of way, it is to be feared that 
hen it comes to concerning ourselves in 
its component parts individually, we are 
apt to be soon bored. An Indian debate is 
notoriously one of the surest means of 
emptying the House of Commons. Only 
those, in fact, who have direct trading or 
other personal relations with particular 
colonies are ready to read much about them, 
Tf we are an Imperial people we are also 
no less an Insular people. Quick and 
comfortable travelling aiding to reams of 
globe-trotting lucubrations and ‘special 
correspondence” have smothered rather 
than stimulated our curiosity as to the 
welfare or otherwise of our fellow. 
subjects across the seas, 

Because of these misgivings at, setting 
out, Sir William's book comes as the more 
agreeable surprise. Here we have a plain 
unvarnished tale, the autobiography of a 
colonial official who took himself and his 
work seriously, who ploughed steadily 
through the commonplace difficulties which 
beset men in places of trust and_responsi- 
bility, be they humble or distinguished, 
and who achieved a moderate success for 
his pains. In a sense it was a disappoint- 

career, and the author hints as much 
now and then, in writing of promotions 
which passed him by, and lighted on others 
whose methods appeared, to him at all 
events, to be dictated by’ fewer scruples. 
But in’spite of that amari aliquid, which is 
after all the salt of life, and which certainly 
gives it its distinctive quality of humanity, 
it is evident that Sir William does not look 
back over his years of activity absolutely 
without satisfaction. Inflexibility in 
what he conceived to be the cause of 
justice, ennscientious attention to the details 
‘of work, a bias in favour of weak causes 
which by some would be regarded as almost 



























































Quixotic: if these qualities did not lead 
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him to the more dazz'ing heights of success, 
they have at all events delivered him from 
many awkward dilemmas and left him with 
increased prestige to himself and the added 
esteem of the others principally concerned. 
There is something undeninbly heroic in 
the spectacle of ‘this lovely, highly-strung 
officiel, a aufferer all his life fro feoble 
bodily "health, holding his own in fice of 
influential opposition in his own immediate 
domain and frequent discouragement from 
his superiors in the service to whom he was 
entitled to look for sup;ort. ‘Truly it is on 
the bones of such men as this that the 
English flag is stayed. 
there ar’ some crual shocks in the book 
for those fond enough to believe that the 
administration of our colonies is anywhere 
approaching perfection. Sir. William Des 
eux may have been particularly, wn: 
fortunate in the personnel of the Chief 
Justices who served under him in St. 
Lucia and we cherish the hope that 
the men whose removal he was impelled to 
bring about in both those islands are not 
types of the representatives of British 
justice in the out of the way comers of the 
globe. A graver because more wide-reac 
ing defect in administration iy suggested in 
the assertion that the Colonial Olfice pre- 
fers mon who will ‘keep things quiet” 
even at the expense of the even holding of, 
the official scales, An extract from our 
author's diary during the St. Lucia period 
is an example of a sentiment, which he 
expresses too frequently for our comfort : 

“At half past nine acm. in walked un- 
expectedly, Mr. J., lately Governor of 
——, on’ his way to assume the govern- 
mend of ——-. He was accompanied by 
who is largely interested in West 
Indian plantations : and T shoud have 
imagined his conversation to be specially 
directed to this gentleman's edification, 
Dut that it was. entirely in accord 
with the character I had previously heard 
of him. Evidently the interest of the 
white minority, if not the sole object 
of his consideration, is, at least, that to 
which all others are subordinated. He is, 
nevertheless, a great favourite of the 
Colonial Office, for he has received un- 
precedontedly ‘rapid promo ion, and is 
likely to go further. His visit has caused 
me low spirits : for if ever I am to rise, it 
must be by a very different road.” 

‘Chat things, however, are not really 
unhealthy at ‘bottom is’ proved by what 
happened in British Guiana. ‘There the 
author, then a young junior, came to the 
conclusion that the coolies were experiene- 
ing grossly unfair treatment at the hands 
of the planters, whose methods were u 
held by the authorities. By contrast with 
the coolies the planters had influence not 
only in the colony but also at home. ‘The 
newspapers were hot in their behalf and 
the Governor had been brought: round to 
their point of view. Young Des Vovux 
was speedily made to feel which way 
prospects lay ; choosing his own course he 
was practically ished to the worst 
station in the colony under particularly 
harsh circumstances. But his turn came 
a few months later when on the unexpected 
rising of the coolies in revolt he penned 
from the adjacent island of St. Lucia, to 
which he had secured a transfe letter 
which the “Times” afterwards des- 
cribed as the verest indictment of 
public officers. since Hastings was 
impeached for tyranny over the 
Lord of the Holy City of Benares 
and over the Ladies of the Princely House 
of Oudh.” The result was the appoint- 
ment of a Royal Commission, which, in 
spite of every attempt to influence it the 
other way, bore out the charges made 
almost in their entirety. Needless to say 
areform in the administration followed ; 
and it is because of this certainty that 
abuses once exposed are doomed under’ 
British rule that Sir William does not even 
try to convince us that other nations 
would do better or as well. 



















































































In later days when he was himself 
the position of Governor in communities 
where the rights of a minority of whites 
had to be balanced against the rights of a 
large native population, the author took 
refuge in almost complete isolation from 
his fellows, a considerable sacrifice to one 
by nature inclined to be as gregarious as his 
kind, but one which he felt it essential to 
make. As. e went on, however. he 
cems to have discovered ‘the means of 
coming from retirement more frequently, 
ile ‘still preserving independence of 
action. 

It is not our intention here to follow Sir 
William through all the ups and downs of 
a busy life. If we state that we find his 
earlier chapters the more readable we may 
add as a likely explanation that they deal 
with events in places comparatively un- 
familiar and they also tingle with the 
enthusiasms and aspirations of youth. The 
mellowed experience of later years brought 

it, more valuable probably, but 
entertaining as material for a nar- 
We must also disagree with Sir 
William that he has lightened his book 
with the “ interludes ”—records mainly of 
rounds of visits to country houses or the 
doings of relatives and friends. There is a 
sprinkling of good stories in the volumes. 
but the best of them belong to the periods 
on service. On the voyage out to the West 
Indies after the author's marriage, his 
native servant, who had previously been 
invaluable, became so deliberately insolent 
that he had to be put ashore at his native 
Barbadoes. This, says Sir William, was 
evidently his secret object. 

“We afterwards discovered many 
reasons for Sam's fear of remaining with 
us, his doings having been such as my wife 
would have been sure to discover, though 
to me, occupied as T was with other busi- 
ness, they had remained ta sealed book.’

Wholesale Destruction. 

Another town has been under water for 
nearly a month. On my last visit there 
a week or so since I had to wade through 
water knee-deep. In this town the in- 
conven'ence kas indeed been serious. 
Trade has been nil. But a town still 
lower down the river bas had a corner 
demolised by the floods. A large 
portion of the town jutted out triangle 
shaped into the river; upon this the 
current struck with such force that soon 

















the whole tumbled on masse into the 
river.

charged itself into the hinterland and did 
much damage.

I recently stayed & 
day or tws in a large town and saw over 
a core of Japanese ginning machines iz 
operation. The firm which has them now 
monopolise the oil refining as well as 
cotton exportation. ‘Theso machines havo 
Vanished the more primitive machine into 
the loft and rubbish rooms of villago 
homes, making them needless, All cot- 
ton must be brought to market: in the 
rough. Tho firms have their own oil 
factories and thus have combined the 
two industries to their own profit, but to 
the impoverishmont of the villager. I 
learned that the price of these machiiter 
had increased one hundred per cent in a 
sear, and set thero were none aveilable 
in the market.

A Terrible Disaster in Paris. 

| France and England have become very 
close neighbours during the past few 
wonths. The double «vent of King 
Edward's visit to their capital and Vresid: 
ent Loubst’s to ours seems to have drawn 
us so close together, for the time being, 
that when one reads of a terrible catas- 
trophe having happened in Paris one feels 
j that it has occurred, s9 to speak, at our 
very dora. 

Tn any cise a railway accident is a 
horrible experience, I assisted at a small 
ono once and have never forgotten the 
shock it gavo me ; but I think an accident 
in an underground railway, quito in the 
dark between two stations, is infinitely 
more terrible than one above ground. In 
tho present instience, in this Paris d saster, 
through which 81 people have lost their 
lives, “additional sorrow rust be cansed 
to the relatives and friends of the victims 
by the knowledge that had a little more 
judgm ut been used by the drivers of the 
trains which caught fire the whole cate: 

ight have beon avert-a. 

1g. to the Paris correspondent 
il” what happenud. 
just as a train was 
entering Barbes Station the drivor heard 
an explosion and saw a great cloud of 
smoke issuing from undor the motor 
Tino fire was quickly extingu shed and he 
train proceeded on its way-a little furthor 
along the live, however, the moter again 
tok fire and ‘this timo’ the flames ¢uld 
not be subdued ; so tho passongers alighted 
and got into another train which procredod 
behind the ove which was burning.

The Spa Season. 

Yesterday the King left London for his 
annual visit to a foreign Spa. ‘This year 
Marienbad has again been chosen and it is 
said that his Majesty intends to undergo 
A rigorous course of treatment under the 
direction of Dr. Oth, who prescribed for 
him when he last visited the locality. 
Every year more and more peuple seem to 
follow the Royal example and fly off to one 
of the most patronized Spas immediately 
the London season ends and before they 
are due for a round of visits in Scotland or 
elsewhere. Colonel Newnham-Davis in a 
recent number ‘of the ‘* Onlooker” asks, 
Why leave England? He points out that 
there is no reaton for the superstition that 
from a medicinal point of view the waters 
of Homburg or Aix-les-Bains are curative- 
ly more effective than the springs of Har- 
rogate or Bath. He says that if only the 
majority of English people could make up 
their minds to give the baths of their own 
country a really fair trial they would in 
all probability find that they had derived 

ite as much benefit as they would do 
from any fereign Spa. That may be, if 
baths the and waters were the only requi- 
sites to the restoration to health but one 
also needs change of surroundings, a 
liberal allowance of sunshine and a certain 
amount of amusement. Harrogate is un- 
doubtedly bracing, but it often lacks sun- 
shine and it is always duil. Bath is to me 
always most depressing, Homburg is 
always bright with an infinite variety of 
amusements to suit all tastes. If Colonel 
Davis wants his ‘* England for the Eng- 
lish" I think he should induce a deputa- 
tion from the Bath and Harrogate Urban 
Councils (or whatever thuse gentlemen 
style themselves) to take # trip to all the 
foreign Spas in the height of their seasons. 
‘They might find out a few things which 
our health resorts lack. 


Clerks as Harvesters. 

We really have made a new departure this 
year. Some weeks ayo it was suggested 
that farmers often lost a considerable 
proportion of their crops because all the 
sfabourers in the district were needed at 
the same time and these were not suflicient 
to go round. Some one—through the 
medium of the press—su-gested that it 
vould be a good idea if clerks employed 
in city warehouses, who generally are 
somewhat insufficiently paid and must 
find a difficulty in saving an amount suffi 
cient for a good summer's holiday, hired 
elves out as farm labourers for a 
fortnight as the case might be, and 
so saved money and gained health at the 
some time. Tt seems that quite a number 
of young fellows have acted on the hint 
and the plan has worked excellently, 
Several farmers who have employed clerks 
say that they were quite willing te accept 
free board and lodging in return for thei 
work and that they proved most useful, 
Of course there have been exceptions 
where weakly youths collapsed at once, but 
usually after 8 couple of days they could 
do almost as much as well-trained hands 
and it is expected that next year the 
supply may exceed the demand, so well! 
has the idea caught on.

We revert to the “Supao” case, 
not because there is any progress to 
report towards a satisfactory. issne, 
but rather for the reason that nothing 
whatever is being done to relieve the 
deadlock. Meantime the Chinese 
authorities, if they have not obtained 
their full desires as regards the sur- 
render of the prisoners, must be 
smiling to themselves over the ease 
with which they are flouting the 
farcign Powers. ‘Their chosen victims, 
whose guilt or innocence has yet to 
be determined, are strictly ‘under 
lock and key, and, as far as any 
endeavours are being made either to 
release them or bring them to trial, 
they may remain in as hopeless a 
confinement as any who went in days 
gone by to the Bastille or the ‘Tower, 
‘The situation is not one we can feel 
any pride or plensure in contem- 
plating; a ridiculous impasse has 

een reached, and while public opinion 
at home as well as in the East has 
been roused to 2 point of keen 
resentment, the representatives of 
civilised governments are sitting 
idly waiting for each other to solve 
a problem which ought to cause no 
difficulty whatever. "An insistence 
on the carryins out of the original 
agreement with the Tnotai for the 
trial of the prisoners before a mixed 
tribunal in the Settlement is the 
only just solution. Tt is a demand 
which none of the Powers can go 
back upon without loss of prestige, 
and one which the Chinese should 
have no difficulty in conceding, if 
united pressure were brought to 
bear on them. ‘The prisoners, if 
found guilty, would be adequately 
punished, while the rights of human- 
ity would be sufficiently guarded, 
The propriety of this course is so 
obvious that it is easily to be under- 
stood that the British Consn!-General 
refuses to discuss any alternative. 





But something more than a mere! 
refusal to discuss alternative terms: 


needs be done, if the end desired is 
to be reached. It is more than time 
that some action should be taken. 


The Consuls may shelve the question, ' 


but public indignation will not be 
put off for ever. 


A CENTURY OF 
“NEWDIGATE 








Practicat, and commercial com- 
munity as we are, we are by no 
means Gradgrinds, and we find both 
time and inclination to cultivate 
literature, as the records of our public 
libraries show, and as is also indicated 
hy the number of private libraries 
that exist in the Settle.nents. ‘That 
We are not too prosaic to take an 
interest in poetry is shown by the 
appreciation with which the “ Rattle” 
is greeted when it pays us one of its 
erratic visits, and the favonr with 
which many of the fugitive pieces of 
verses that appear from time to time 
in the local papers are received. We 
must surely be interested then in an 
article by Ogier Rysden in the last 
“ Fortnightly,” entitled “A Century 
of ‘Newdigates’” which begins by 
recording that at the end of the nine- 
teenth century the Newdigate Prize 
Poem was awarded for the hundredth 
time. One hundred poets in a cen- 
tury at Oxford alone shows how 
liberally the divine aftlatus is lavi: 
ed on our tight little island. It is 
true than one poet won the Newdi- 
gate in two successive years, which 
reduces the number to ninety-nine, 
but the full tale is made up by “the 
audacious Miss Rachel Burson, nick- 
named ‘ Jack, danghter of a canon of 
Christchurch, who early in the last 
century sent in a Newdigate to which 
the prize was awarded, till e judges 
discovered the authorship.” “There 
was probably also a poet or two 
among the thousand or more unsuc- 
cessful competitors, ‘There were six 
prize poems at Oxford before the 
; Newdigate was instituted. Mr. Rys-

Another African War. 


A. war office telegram issued to the 
public this morning announces the com- 
plete success. of the military expedition 
against the Sultan of Sokoto. The town 
‘of Burmi has bern completely destroyed, 
the Sultan and all his chief Emirs have 
been killed, and the destruction of the 
great Fulah Empire has been completed. 
‘nd this final victory has been accom- 
plished with a loss on the British side of 
only eleven killed and 68 wounded, though 
unfortunately among the killed is the 
British officer, Major Marsh. ‘This little 
‘West African campaign, by which a hostile 
Mohamedan “Empire” has been des- 
troyed has not, however, been carried on 
entirely without “regrettable incidents.” 
‘The first attempt to carry the town of 
Burmi, made last May, was repulsed by the 
Sultan, and British prestize in West Africa 
was gravely endangered. Our honour has, 
however, been vindicated, and it is hoped 
that peace ix now fully’ restored to a 
valuable British possessions. 


Mr, Chamberlain's Proposal. 


The flood of Free Trade and Protec- 
tionist: literature still continues in anti- 
cipation of the opening of Mr. Chamber- 
Iain’s campaign and the announcement by 
Mr. Balfour of the decision of the Go- 
vernment at the beginning wf October. 
Next week a by-election is to be fought in 
Argylishire, and as only two candidates 
have'beon nominated we shall have the 
first square fight ina constituency on the 
question, This week the most. important 
contribution to the discussion is that 
made by the Congress of Chambers of 
Commerce at Montreal. ‘This Congress 
has declared itself unanimously in favour 
of a commercial policy for the Empire, 
“based upon the principle of mutual 
benefit, whereby each component part of 
the Empire would receive substantial 
advantage in trade as the result of national 
relationship, due considera ion being given 
to the fiscal and industrial needs of the 
component parts of the Empire ;”" and it 
urges the appointment of a Commission 
consisting of representatives of the Colo- 
nies and India as well as of the United 
Kingdom to consider the possibilities of 
such a scheme. 


A Possible Compromise 

There is here an excellent opportunity 
for a compromise if a compromise is thought 
desirable. Even the most thorough-going 
Free Trader could not object to such an 
inquiry by such a body. Even though 
he might regard the passing of such 
scheme as that indicated as impos- 
sible he would be compelled to admit 
that the end sought is admirable, and 
that there can be no possible harm in 
inquiring into its feasibility. I know 
that Mr, Chamberlain has privately, if 
not publicly, expressed himself bitterly 

posed to the notion of referring 
his proposals to a Royal Commis 
sion; but if he finds that he cannot 
carry. the country and the Government

OF course the reason of this condition 
is not far to seek, and has been known, 
though somewhat’ indefinitely, to local 
Longs for a long time. In all natural 
respects Tientsin has the clements of a 
brilliant commercial future. Ocean going 
ners come to the doors of her hongs; 
the largest system of water courses in 
North China centres in the Haiho; an 
immense and industrious population find 
through Tientsin their natural, almost 
their only, outlet to the sea; the most 
extensive system of railways in Asia is 
tributary to her commerce. To an in- 
telligent observer ‘Tientsin bas seemed 
destined for a commercial prosperity 
sscond to that of no city in the Empire. 
‘This future still seems reserved for this 
city, but two temporary checks upon 
commercial progress exist, and it is these 
two checks which explain the tendency 
to the diversion of imports above alluded 
to. These two checks are excessive local 
taxation, and scarcity of money. 
Tt is not necessary here to philosophise 
about commercial laws; our condition is 
explained by

The import duty is 
5 per cout, Chaokuan 2} per cent, and 
th> likin 1 per cent, and after these 
and river duos besides are paid, the un- 
fortunate importer must fight his way 
through barrier after barrier manned by 
insolent likin collectors. It is of no 
use to improve the river and to spend 
nuillions on building railways if the money 
suved by greater facilities of transporta- 
tion is to be squeezed out of the merchant 
in increased taxes. 

The scarcity of money in this market 
is closely connected with the above 
consideration. Merchants want banking 
facilities as well as lines of communica 
tion, and banking capital naturally with- 
draws from a market where trade is 
thrott'ed by taxation. The attitude of 
the Chinese Authorities here has frighten- 
ed Chinese banking capital away. 

‘To revert now to the headlines of this 
article, we find that the Chinese in search- 
ing for a remedy for the conditions at 
Tientein have hit upon a perfectly natural 
one, they avoid Tientsin altogether. With 
the co-operation of the Shansi bankers, 
they are doing their imports as far as 
vosaible by way of Chefoo. Merchandise

It is evidently to the mter- 
est of the officials, and the mercantile 
community alike not only that such 
diversions’ should not be extended, but 
that Tientsin should be put on the same 
basis as the competing port. There are 
two methods by which this can be done: 
first, remove “the duties at Tientsn 
second, impose likin at Chefoo and Tien- 
tsin alike. 

» The debt laid upon China by the Boxer 
uprising makes the first impossible, but 
the second is an equitable suggestion in 
accordance with the recent protocol.
